CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—The testimony 


presented to the jury yesterday at the 
trial of Daniel Cou^hlin related chiefly 
to the resnlt of the police investiga- 
tion at the Carlson cottage, after it 
was discovered to have been ,the place 
where Dr. Cronin's life was beaten out 
Detective Lorsch testified to finding 
stains which looked like blood on the 
planks crossing the ditch between the 
house and btreet, and on the walls 
of the cottage 
He identified the 


piece of 
floor 
painted 
red 
and 


on 
which 
were 
footprints,- and 


yellowish paint, as if a person had 
stepped on it in Ins stocking feet. He 
found a key covered with paint on one 
bide, and fitted in the lock attached to 
the trunk found on the Evanston road. 
He identified the trunk produced in 
court as the same. There vpas no cov- 
ering on the bed, no stove, nothing in 
the pantry, and all but the front room 
and kitchen were barren of furniture. 
A kerosene lamp w,is in the kitchen, 
and dark, brown hair was found on a. 
piece of soap 


At the opening of the afternoon ses- 


sion, Atto~nev Bonhoc resumed his 
cross-examination of Detective Lorsch, 
his object being to cast a suspicion of 
crooked woi'k in connection with find- 
ing the key to the trunk in the Carlson" 
cottage. Lorsch picked the key from 
the floor in the front room under the 
dresser, but the questions put to the 
detective by the defense seemed to im- 
ply that when the police discovered 
that there was no key to the trunk 
one was found to order in the Carlson 
cottage. Lorsch admitted that he read 
over his pre\ ious testimony and cross- 
examination yesterday at the state's 
attorney's office. ' 


"Didn't you do that so that yon 


would be posted on what to say and 
the lawyers could not catch you on 
cross-examination?1' 


"I read it to make sure I would say 


now what I did the last time,1' an- 
swered the witness 


George Hiott, a detective from the 


East Chicago-avenue fetation, to which 
Coughlin was attached as a detective, 
took the stand to te^l practically the 
.same story as his fello\\-ofiicer Lorsch 
in regard to the investigation at the 
cottage Ma> -o and afternardb 
Hiott 


was not so positive a w itness as his 
predecessor, And made a better impres- 
sion on tlie jniv in Ins oioss-examina- 


. He swore to seeing the kev at 


the same ti'ne that Lor^eh picked it 
up. 


The two oihccrs had tilted the 


dresser to see if any marks were on it, 
and in that way the key was revealed. 
Hiott corroborated the statement of 
Lorsch in regard to the arm broken off 
the rocker, the patches of paint on the 
floor, as if spread over by upsetting a 
can of paint; the absence of furniture 
in the other rooms, the stains on the 
wall, the washing utensils in the 
kitchen sink and the hair on the soap. 


T. B. Frederick, another East Chi- 


oago policeman, testified that he re- 
moved a portion of the shutter on the 
Carlson cottage in the early part of 
June. He identified the piece pro- 
duced in court from the bed, and the 
state offered it in evidence. Two of 
the slats are broken and on the out- 
side framework appear three long 
streaks of yellowish paint. 


He could not say whether he had en- 


tered the cottage before or after the 
body of Dr. Cronin was found, nor 
could he give the date with reference 
to the arrest of the man outside of the 
cottage by Officer Robinson, the night 
of May 12. 
Attorney 
Bottum re- 


quested the witness to bring into 
conrt the roster showing the day he 
•was first detailed to go to the cottage 
and then dismissed him. 


The next witness was Dr. Charles F. 


Perkins, who took part in the post- 
mortem examination of Dr. Cronin's 
body. His knowledge of dentistry en- 
abled him to identify the gold-filled 
teeth shown him as those in the doc- 
tor's month 
In mi-lica! phraseolgy 


and in plainer Eng-lisli the witness 
described in dttail the nature and 
number of 
wounOs found on the 


doctor's face and head 
The witness 


produced an envelope containing three 
photographs taken after the killing, 
but the}' were not shown to the iury. 
They show in bold outlines three hor- 
rible wounds on the back of the head, 
and one near the right eye 
Dr. Perk- 


ins was on the stand when court ad- 
journed.

Cleveland's grossly untrue and shamefully un- 
just allegations usainst myself and tho naval 
commander rest entirely on tho Htuteiaenta of 
tbe four notoriously corrupt ministers of tho 
fallen quoen; ot Wilson, the Taiiltinu Half 
white immoral favorite, and other thoroughly 
discredited testimony. 


Shamly-Concocted Testimony. 


I will not in this paper go over tlio conclu-

Cautiously, but llrmly, perhaps 
sometimes too silently, I made this my tlxed

•who saw no safe alternative for. the welfare of 
the islands but in the total abolishment of 
monarchy. 


Had Advocated Annexation. 


president Cleveland sees fit to make a point 


aguLnst my official conduct that months before 
tho events ot last January I had advocated an- 
notation. He deliberately ond purposely con- 
ceals that what I said In my dispatch in No- 
vember, 1*92, was a confidential statement to 
tho department of state of the condition of af- 
fairs in Hawaii, n report of facts which by the 
established rules and practice of diplomacy I 
was in duty bound to make known to my gov- 
ernment.

At that dote, my opinions were so privately 


held tha.t both in Honolulu and In California it 
was believed that the American minister was 
averse to annexation. For months prior to the 
date ot this dispatch there had boon a con- 
tinual struggle between the legislature and the 
queen ns to their respective rights regarding 
the constitution and responsibility of the cabi- 
net 
Ministry after ministry had been ap- 


pointed in defiance of the votes of tho legls- 
efcora 
and 
responsible 
public opinion.

defied the legislators and property-holders of 
•he Islands. Only the remarkable self-posses- 
sion or the respectable and the responsible 
men of the islands prevented an outbreak and 
the overturn of the monarchy at an earlier 
date The seir-poMOflslon and forbearance ot 
tae men thus defied by tho monarchy and its 
parasites ware remarkable, considering that 
they were enduring abuses and scandals which 
no American city or state would tolerate 
thirty days. A False Security. 


But whoa the queen and her favorite, Wil 


Bon called for the appointment of the Jor.es- 
Wilcox cabinet, men of the highest respecta- 
bility and responsibility, three ot them wealthy, 
wishing not for office, I confidently reached 
the conclusion, as the close of the legislature 
waa near, that this ministry would be able to 
carry on the government safely for the follow- 
ing eighteen months, and until the election of 
a new legislature. la this belief I lelt Hono- 
lulu in the United States ship Boaton. Janu- 
ary 4 on a trip to Hlalo, 250 miles !rom Hono- 
lulu the first time for many months when I 
bad doomed it safe to leave Honolulu. In tho 
tea days oS my absence from tho legation 1 
had known no more ot what had been tran 
•piringin Honolulu than though I had been at 
that time in Washington. 
. Completely Taken by Sonnies. 


Whan Capt. Wilue »nd myself in tfco Boatoq 


axrirciliu tho harbor of Honolulu, tathofc-ffl- 
noon of January 11,1 was oomplotoly tatten by 
surprise ut what tlie queen, the palace ftssoct- 
*taa and ths lottery ffaa-j hod accomplished in 
ten days. Tbo remonstrances of the chamber 
of commerce, of the numerous petitions of 
some of the beat people of the city, both whites 
and natives, 
and the earnest pleadings 


of

defiantly disregarded. 
I found tho city in 


great excitement and learned that for many 
hours there had been an anxious desire for ttio 
return of the Boston and this desire was .strong 
among the more thoughtful supporters of tSjtfl 
monarchy, as well aa among the great body of 
the responsible citizens. The surging mass of 
revolution was then obvious to all persons not 
wilfully blind. 


Tried to Arrest the Revolution. 


Without sleep for two days and nights om 


the Boston, without stopping to change drew, 
as soon as possible I sought to co-operate with 
the English minister to get access to the 
queen, and to try by friendly advice to arrest 
the revolution.

Chief Justice Judd, who has held his offlpa 
many years, always conservative, and unjttt 
then a supporter of the monarchy, in a reoQftt 
public meeting in Honolulu gives tho follow- 
ing account as to how the monarchy fell: 


Chief Juatios Judd'« Statement. 


"I was loyal to the monarchy and supported, 
the autonomy of this country, ana I believed, 
up to the Mtti of January thai it was possible 
to maintain our independence as a kingdom. 
But, gentlemen. I spent from 12 o'clock noon 
until 4 o'clock in tho afternoon in that palaoe. 
and the events which occurred there converted 
me and made me feel that it was impossible 
that that state ot things could continue any 
longer. What was attempted on that day? 
Was it not to promulgate by force a con- 
stitution that would have destroyed tho 
Independence ot the supreme court, which has 
been the bulwark of this country. This Is a 
public meeting. If it was a partisan public 
meeting I should have more rospact for the 
office that I have hold for nearly twenty years 
and stayoil away. I was the list parson that 
Cot. Blount nought an interview with, anc 
wish to say publicly that not one question did 
he address to me. as to mj- views with regard 
to whether tlio revolution of the 17th of Janu 
ary was accomplished by the aid ot Minister 
Stevens and the troops or the Boston. That 
subject he did not touch upon." I Cries of ''He 
didn't want to touch cm it."J 


The Falsity of the Charge. 


I will not here repeat what I botore said to 


the American public as to tho falsity of tho 
charge that Qneen jLilluokalani was driven 
from her throne by American force or by tho 
threat of Americun force in any form or man- 
ner whatever. As to landing the Boaton ma- 
rines January 16, I only did what bad. been 
done on a previous Hawaiian crisis by Com- 
mander Woodward, on the request of Minister 
Merrill, acting under fhe Cleveland-Bayurd or 
der of August I. 1839. The following Is the 
language of Minister Merrill's report to tho 
department of state: 


"As many with alarm were coming to tli«
